If the antenna is not fully extended, antenna movement may adversely affect 
sensitivity. It is easier to send and receive a signal if the antenna is extended 
perpendicular to the ground. 


河 When retracting the antenna, hold the base of the antenna and slide it straight back 
into the A1304T. Holding the tip and using excessive force while retracting the 
antenna may result in the antenna being damaged.

One-ring Calls 

What is a One-ring Call? 

This is a call from an unknown caller who is attempting to get you to return a 
call to a service，such as a dating service，with very high charges. The cell 
phone only rings once and the call is stored in the incoming history. 


One-ring Indicator 

When you have received a one-ring call (the cell 
phone ring tone plays for less than three seconds), 
the red indicator B is displayed in the incoming 
history and " MV 側 " " is displayed in the information 
for the call. Be careful when you return a call to an 
unknown caller.
